When We Mistake God's Will 


Is it possible for wholly surrendered, 
truly consecrated children of God to 
mistake God’s will? We are not guar- 
anteed omniscience in this life — but 
God himself never makes any mistakes. 
Christian people have prayed in an 
agony of earnestness, and in real sur- 
render, for the restoration of a loved 
one from illness, and have felt sure 
that it was God’s will to grant the 
prayer; and then the loved one has been 
taken. A Christian man wrote in a let- 
ter to a friend: “When a dear friend 
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of ours was so desperately ill, we felt, 
after earnest prayer, that we had a, 
word from the Lord, and we wired to 
his wife: ‘This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God, that the 
Son of God might be glorified thereby’ 
(John 11:4). A few days later our 
friend, after apparent improvement, 
passed suddenly away. Yet his Home- 
going has glorified the Son of God, and 
his widow is living in miraculous and 
joyous triumph.” At another time a 
Christian man, learning of the desper- 
ate illness of a beloved friend whose 
continued leadership in the mission field 
seemed sorely needed, cabled a message 
of comfort to the sick man’s wife, from 
Philippians 2:27: “For indeed he was 
sick nigh unto death, but God had mercy 
on him, and not on him only, but on me 
also, lest I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow.” Yet the beloved friend and 
husband and leader was taken Home. 
Other children of God have had a similar 
experience, yet have come to rejoice in 
God’s will when it proved to be the 
opposite of their own longing and of 
what they had supposed his will to be. 
Always we are safe in God’s hands. 
What he decides is better than anything 
we could decide. : 


Memories of McLaren of Manchester 


will remember that back in the 
seventies John Wanamaker asked 
H. Clay Trumbull of Hartford, Conn., 
who was throwing his whole strength 
into the work of the American Sunday 
School Union, to leave that important 
ministry and come to Philadelphia to 
become Editor of THe Sunpay ScHOooL 
Times. Mr. Trumbull, after much prayer 
and study of all that was involved, ac- 
cepted the call as from God and brought 
with him his young son-in-law, John 
D. Wattles, who had been his secretary 
and co-worker, asking him to undertake 
the business management of the paper. 
Within a few years after entering upon 
this new work Mr. Trumbull bought THe 
Sunpay ScHoot Times from Mr. Wana- 
maker and made young Wattles its pub- 
lisher, and the two men, quite inexperi- 
enced and untrained in the work of Sun- 
day school journalism, set out to make 
the paper such a factor and force in the 
Lord’s work on earth as they believed 
He wanted it to be. 
About a dozen years later, in 1886, as 
they were considering plans for strength-

ening the lesson department of the 
paper, Mr. Wattles asked- Mr. Trumbull, 
“Who is the greatest preacher in Eng- 
land?” 

“Alexander McLaren,” was the reply. 

“Then we'll get him,” said Mr. Wattles. 
And they did. 

Alexander McLaren had already be- 
come well known in Great Britain for 
his deeply spiritual, searching, and radi- 
antly illuminating expository sermons. 
He was little known in America. But 
after being introduced to the American 
Christian public in THe Sunpay ScHoou 
TimEs of December 18, 1886, and continu- 
ing to write the spiritual and expository 
article on the Sunday school lesson text 
every week in these columns for twenty 
years, his name and ministry soon be- 
came known not only throughout North 
America but in the many foreign coun- 
tries in which this paper then circulated 
(as it does today, in more than 100 for- 
eign countries). 

An announcement of special lends 
helps for 1886 mentioned that among 
the writings of leading critical scholars, 
Oriental students, and other specialists, 
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Tue SunpDAy ScHoo, Times would have 
an article on every lesson by “Dr. Alex- 
ander McLaren, the distinguished Bap- 
tist preacher of Manchester, England, 
who has no superior in his sphere in 
any land.” 

McLaren had been only twenty years 
old when, in 1846, he began his first pas- 
torate at Southampton. After twelve 
fruitful years there he was called to 
Manchester, at thirty-two years of age, 
and he speedily took rank as one of the 
foremost preachers of his time. For 
forty-five years in the Manchester pulpit 
he found himself confronted by immense 
congregations, and God made him “the 
wellspring of a far-flowing stream of spir- 
itual life.” He continued writing every 
week for THE SUNDAY ScHOOL TIMES even 
after he resigned his active pulpit min- 
istry, and he did not lay down his work 
for this paper until he had almost 
reached his eighty-first birthday. 

It is interesting to note that Alexan- 
der McLaren’s first lesson article in the 
TIMES was on the first chapter of Gen- 
esis; and his last lesson article, twenty 
years later, was a review of our Lord’s 
“Passion Week,” bringing to a close a 
year’s studies in the Life of Christ. 

Some of his comments on the Creation 
chapter in Genesis, as he began his min- 
istry to the Times Family, were typical 
of the preaching and writing of his en- 
tire lifetime. Thus he said: 


Genesis and Mythology Contrasted 


“This whole narrative bears clear 
traces of its superhuman origin. Con- 
trast with it the monstrous legends of 
man’s beginning which are found in the 
mythologies of other nations, and which 
are sometimes babyish, often filthy, and 
always incredible. ... What has become 
of the absurdities, the indecencies, the 
garrulous prolixity, the polytheism, of 
these others? They are all gone, and a 
wholly different tone breathes in the dig- 
nified reticence and the moral earnest- 
ness of this account, which is separated 
by these contrasts as broadly as by its 
monotheism from all the rest. The only 
reasonable explanation of the difference 
of character is difference of origin. The 
others show us what man divines of his 
creation; this, what God reveals of it... . 

“Note the entire silence as to the 
process of creation. We get details in 
the account in chapter 2. But here God’s 
purpose needs no medium for its exe- 
cution. This power requires no cranks, 
shafts, or belting for its transmission, 
but streams to its goal, self-directing 
and self-acting. The bare Divine will 
can act on matter, and can form matter 
on which to act. ‘He spake, and it was 
done,’ is the distinction between a human 
artisan and the divine Worker.” 


On God’s creation of man in His own 
image, the preacher wrote: “So the 
creative impulse was not satisfied till 
God could mirror himself in a being like 
himself. The rainbow in a dewdrop is 
like the great arch which stretches 
across half the sky.... 

“Learn, too, the manifest destiny of 
man. He bears the image and super- 
scription of the King, who has coined 
the gold, and, by his head on the piece, 
asserts his possession of it. We are made 
like him, and therefore for him; and to 
squander ourselves on others is to waste 
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our Lord’s goods, and to ensure our own 
misery.” 

Commenting on the divinely given 
dominion of man over the natural uni- 
verse, Dr. McLaren wrote: “But there 
is a higher lesson in it. Sometimes the 
earth subdues us, instead of our subdu- 
ing it. Material things become masters 
and tyrants, unless we keep the like- 
ness of God bright. Our rule over them, 
and our true enjoyment of them, depend 
on our submitting to Him. God’s serv- 
ant is the world’s master.” 

On God’s day of rest after the six 
creation days: “The divine repose. The 
seventh-day rest of God does not mean 
that he needed repose after the toil of 
creation, nor that he relaxed into idle- 
ness. It is a bold expression for the per- 
fect satisfaction of the Creator in his 
WOPKs s+ + 


The Sabbath and the Lord’s Day ‘ 


“The Jewish sabbath is not the Chris- 
tian sabbath, but the human sabbath has 
its laws written in our very physical 
frame, apart from the sacred associa- 
tions of the day of resurrection. The 
man or the nation which does not. ob- 
serve a weekly day of rest will sooner 
or later pay the penalty of neglecting 
a plain requirement of nature. The 
reasons for a weekly day of rest are 
quite separable from the reasons for 
a weekly day of worship. In their own 
kind, they are quite as strong. No 
Christian who knows his own weakness 
can afford to do without the latter. No 
man who takes heed to the require- 
ments of his own constitution can afford 
to deprive himself of the former.” 

After Dr. McLaren had laid down his 
pastoral ministry, but while he was still 
continuing his rich lesson ministry in 
these pages though past eighty years 
of age, a British writer gave Times 
readers a vivid glimpse of “Alexander 
McLaren at Eighty.” Of the great 
preacher’s sermons, this article said: 
“The hearer, in a span of forty-five min- 
utes or thereabouts, was carried forward 
with unbounded interest by the 
preacher’s vigorous, flowing, and arrest- 
ing eloquence, his spiritual grasp and 
insight, and his style remarkable for 
its force and felicity. As a writer ob- 
served: ‘You lose sight of the speaker, 
as you gaze on the truth towering ‘into 
clearer and fuller outline before you, 
and when he has done he leaves you 
alone in its presence and under its 
power.’” 

Again: “Theologically, Dr. McLaren 
belonged to the evangelical school, mag- 
nifying the glorious Gospel of the ever 
blessed God. Upon the doctrine of 
atonement for sin through Christ he has 
never faltered in his ministry, — great, 
prolonged, inspiring, and in many of its 
features incomparable in modern times.” 

His method of preparing a sermon is 
interesting and valuable. “In selecting 
a text the Doctor adopted the simplest 
method. Finding a suitable one he 
tested his divisions, to use his own 
metaphor, by ‘launching into the deep 
water with these’; if satisfied, he wrote 
freely his outline, devoting special .at- 
tention to the beginning and ending of 
paragraphs.” But—‘“In preaching he 
never used notes, and was wholly free 
from ‘paper’ limitations.” His advice to

young preachers was: “Think out your 
subject thoroughly, and say it in the 
best way you can.” 


After twenty years Dr. McLaren felt 
obliged to give up his writing ministry 
in THe SunpDAY ScHOOL TIMEs, and in a 
personal letter to the present Editor, 
in 1906, he wrote this humble valedic- 
tory: 


I have to express my cordial wish that 
my successor may have the same happy 
intercourse which I have had with the 
Editors, and that THe SunpAy ScHoo, TIMeEs 
may gain by my retirement. The long years 
which have been given to my work for it 
have been marked by much joy in it. It 
is with deep regret that I close my connec- 
tion with you, and nothing but the increas- 
ing burden of years, and the consciousness 
that my work was beginning to show signs 
of deterioration, would have induced me to 
give up what has been for so long a happy 
occupation. I do so with warmest thanks 
to you, and with earnest wishes for the con- 
tinued and growing success of the paper. 


The Editor’s comment on this state- 
ment by Dr. McLaren, published with 
it, was the following: “It is the failing

All Christian parents will sympathize 
with this Illinois reader, for sooner or 
later they face the three principal prob- 
lems mentioned in this letter: (1) the 
movies and other modern amusements; 
(2) the longing to see their own children 
enter God’s service; (3) the teaching of 
evolution in school and college. 

The Editors will welcome the oppor- 
tunity of seeing articles from parents 
telling how they have met these prob- 
lems. The articles may discuss each 
subject separately, or all three subjects 
together. If an article is written on 
only one of the topics at a time, 300 
to 500 words would be the most suitable 
length; if two or all three topics are 
included, the articles would doubtless 
need to be longer, but should not run 
over 1,200 words. All manuscripts should 
be typewritten, with double spacing 
throughout, and on one side of the sheet 
only.

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A Christian physician's view 
of Euthanasia

Last year a shockingly antichristian 
proposal, which had been made from 
time to time by various individuals in 
Christian lands, came prominently to the 
front again when Dr. Charles Francis 
Potter, leader of the First Humanist So- 
ciety of New York, announced the for- 
mation of the National Society for the 
Legalization of Euthanasia. We may 
well thank God that this shocking pro- 
posal has not yet been legalized, and 
we may well hope and pray that it 
never shall be, — although, in the steady 
and rapidly increasing plunge of the 
human race downward, just as Bible 
prophecy has foretold, it is quite believ- 
able that human laws or dictatorships 
may authorize it. 

The idea is that when human beings 
are suffering from incurable disease it 
should be legally possible to end their 
suffering by putting them to death. 

But the Euthanasia advocates are blind 
to certain facts plainly declared in God’s 
Word. Soon after the newspaper an- 
nouncements of the formation of the 
National Society for the Legalization of 
Euthanasia, THE SunDAyY ScHooL, TIMES 
(Feb. 19, 1938) commented editorially: 


“The mystery of human suffering is, 
of course, a staggering one, incompre- 
hensible to our finite minds. But, ever 
since sin entered the human race, it is 
part of God’s all-wise, all-righteous, and 
all-loving plan and purpose for us. He 
did not exempt his only begotten Son, 
but ‘Christ also suffered for us, leaving 
us an example, that ye should follow his 
steps’ (1 Pet. 2:21). Christ’s sufferings 
went beyond all suffering that any 
human being can know — but there was 


no Euthanasia offered for him! And 


there are many Scriptures declaring that 
man has the obligation and the privilege 
of suffering, — especially that God’s chil- 
dren have. 

“One of the rich privileges of know- 
ing Christ as Saviour and Lord is to 
know ‘the fellowship of his sufferings’ 
(Phil. 3:10). And there comes the 
blessed assurance to God’s children not 
to think ‘the fiery trial’ strange, but to 
‘rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ’s sufferings; that, when his glory 
shall be revealed, ye may be glad also 
with exceeding joy’ (1 Pet. 4:12, 13). 
There is not one vestige of Scripture 
authorizing such a monstrous thing as 
a so-called ‘mercy killing.’ To inflict it 
may be merciless, robbing the sufferer 
of a blessing that God can send only 
through suffering. But the taking of 
human life is absolutely forbidden in 
God’s Word except in war [such wars, 
for example, as are divinely commanded 
in the Old Testament] and in govern- 
mental punishment for murder. ... 
Man’s ‘mercy’ can be tragically mis- 
taken; but it is always safe to trust 
God’s omniscient and infallible mercy.”

Two fads have become popular 
among certain people who pride 
themselves on being intellectual. 
These fads both have high-sounding 
names — Eugenics and Euthanasia. 
Literally, the two words mean, being 
born well, and dying well. The sci- 
ence of Eugenics aims to improve 
the human race by making sure that 
both parents of a child are as nearly 
physically perfect as possible; then, 
with physically perfect children, all 
problems will be solved! But, as 
some one has pointed out, Eugenics 
was given the best possible trial in 
the Garden of Eden, and failed. 


Euthanasia offers those who are 
suffering physically a quick and easy 
death, or mode of dying. Its advo- 
cates claim to be very merciful to 
those who are suffering.- But is 
Euthanasia really merciful, or is it 
merciless? One of the best known 
and best loved physicians and sur- 
geons in America, honored by 
learned societies on both sides of the 
Atlantic, answers this question from 
the standpoint of the convictions of 
a Christian believer. 








Dr. Kelly’s Statement 


S A Christian physician I am con- 
A vinced that the lesson of life is 

that life is sacred and in God’s 
hands until God brings it to an end. 
While it has ever been the Christian 
rule to respect the sanctity of life up 
to its natural terminus, whether by age 
or disease, a cult has sprung up of late 
commending what is falsely called 
“mercy death” in sundry incurable 
cases, fostered by a group interested in 
sanctioning the killing of hopeless in- 
valids and sufferers. 


Were this life all, and were there no 
revelation of the will of God, it might 
be difficult to prevent a widespread 
propaganda for terminating lives passed 
in what is considered unbearable pain. 
But as one who has received life eternal 
through Christ, I have often profited by 
the precious lessons taught by a sufferer 
in responding by grace to the testing 
in the exercise of faith in Him who has 
declared by His Holy Spirit that “all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God.” Furthermore, countless 
blessings are bestowed upon those who 
are witnesses of such grace conferred 
with the assurance of the glories shortly 
to be revealed. 

Where there is no Christian faith, a 
community grown accustomed to “mercy 
deaths” will assuredly, whatever the 
safeguards legally imposed, in time in- 
clude under sentence of death that larger 
group which, through age or infirmity, 
has become burdensome to caretakers 
or whom it may seem advisable to re- 
move for the sake of material advan- 
tages. Just as today doctors can be found 
who do unnecessary operations-and are 
ready to split fees, so some will be found 
to further the wishes of interested 
parties in giving the lethal sedative. 

What is this, after all, but what is 
done by certain African tribes which 
cast out the aged into the forest to die 
from exposure to wild animals? I re- 
call an instance in the Kenya Colony 
of an old woman covered with sores, 
thus cast out, who was found by a conse- 
crated nurse, wife of a canon of the 
English Church, brought back to shelter 
and comparative comfort, and in time 
soundly converted. When the nurse, 
who both dressed her sores and poured 
out the Gospel of our salvation in the 
person of Jesus Christ, returned one 
morning, the dear old native said to 
her: “Nurse, Jesus was here last night, 
and,'do you know, his face looked just 
like vours!’”’ . 

The mental attitude of our would-be 
civilized “mercy killers” seems akin, also, 
to the Africans who slay their twins, 
and to the Chinese who cast out girl 
babies to die or perchance be eaten by 
dogs. 

In our own present evil world the indi- 
cations would, I believe, inevitably be 
amplified. Can we, for example, feel at all 
assured that, with the progressive de- 
clension of the race, the subject of nega- 
tive eugenics may not come to the front 
to demand the elimination of the unfit, 
— founded, of course, on “scientific prin- 
ciples,” and in this way throwing open 
a wide territory for “mercy deaths’’? 

Let us, when such questions arise, seek 
the instruction and leadership of our 
Lord’s Holy Spirit and that wisdom 
which he alone can give.

The Divine Origin of the Bible 


The reasonableness of the Bible records, and the absurdity of evolutionary theories 


By Sir Ambrose Fleming, M.A., D.Sc., F.R.S. 














From the time their children enter school, Christian parents must be constantly on their 


guard against the false teaching of evolution. 


In this third article of his remarkable 


series, Sir Ambrose Fleming reviews the Genesis record of creation, the fall of man, 
and the promise of the Redeemer, and then makes the statement, rarely heard among 


scientists, that all the ‘‘ assumptions of the evolution theory are erroneous.’’ 


He gives 


a few of the many reasons why he believes the Bible is the inspired and infallible 


Word of God. 


In his concluding article, to be published in an early issue, Sir 


Ambrose will discuss ‘‘ The Contrasted Creeds of Scripture and Science.’ 


HE wonderful literature we call 
the Bible is not a single book as 
the article “the” commonly used 
implies. It is a collection of sixty-six 
pamphlets or short books written by 
forty or more different writers at differ- 
ent places and at times extending over 
a period of about 1,500 years. 

These books are divided into two 
groups called the Old and the New Tes- 
taments or Covenants. Few of the 
writers of these little books knew each 
other, and none of them knew what col- 
lection of their writings would be in- 
cluded in one volume many hundreds of 
years after they had written them. Yet 
the remarkable thing about this collec- 
tion of writings is that they all fit to- 
gether like the stones of an arch and 
support each other in a way which no 
other group of books of any other na- 
tional literature could do. With few 
exceptions these books were all written 
by men of the race of Israelites or de- 
scendants of the patriarch Jacob. 

The great theme of this collection of 
little books is the redemption of man- 
kind, and that through the agency of 
One who was not only human but divine, 
and had divine powers of creation and 
control over all the forces and agencies 
in nature and of man himself. The Bible 
begins in its first verse and chapter by 
telling us that all things visible and in- 
visible came into existence, not by any 
impersonal deveiopment or evolution, 
but by the direct action of the will, 
word, and power of a single supreme 
personal intelligent Being we call God 
who is the ultimate cause of all things. 
It tells us that this creation took place 
in stages; first, the material or inani- 
mate world; next, the vegetable king- 
dom; third, the animal species; and 
fourth ‘and finally, the rational human 
race. 


It tells us that this being, man, was 
not the natural descendant from any 
animal but was specially created in the 
image of his Maker, that is, with mental 
and spiritual faculties that fitted him 
for communion with his Creator and 
for worship and some comprehension of 
His works. It then goes on to explain 
that man by the exercise of his self- 
will and reliance on his own feeble 
knowledge disobeyed a commandment 
of God and “fell” into sin, and that this 
was followed for him by pain, sorrow, 
and death. 

But God in his infinite mercy and love 
has provided from the very first a rem- 
edy for this disaster and a means of 
restoring the human race to its original 
perfection and purity, with the result of 
abolishing all those evil results that have 
followed from man’s disobedience. Ali 


‘this Bible teaching as regards God and 


man is contradicted by, and contradicts, 
much popularized teaching of modern 
scientific speculation. The widely dif- 
fused doctrine of evolution asserts that 
the material universe has come into its 
present state by slow changes taking 
place over a vast period of time, be- 
ginning as a universally diffused and 
extremely uniform mass of rarified mat- 
ter or gas. Then at a certain stage cer- 
tain specks of living matter appeared 
on our earth or elsewhere which had 
evolved from non-living matter, and 
then by slow degrees and under the in- 
fluence of natural selection or some 
other cause produced the enormous vari- 
ety of vegetable and animal life in 
stages of progress. 

Finally the human species made its 
appearance, evolved from some animal 
ancestors but distinguished from them 
by a greatly larger and more organized 
brain. Then not only the mental facul- 
ties but the religious ideas were slowly 
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evolved, beginning in the worship of 
moving objects in nature assumed to be 
alive, then passing through polytheism 
or the worship of many gods and finally 
reaching the stage of monotheism or the 
worship of one single God. 

But now careful inquiry shows that 
all these assumptions of the evolution 
theory are erroneous. Man _ possesses 
numerous powers, actual and potential, 
of which there is not the slightest trace 
in the highest of the truly animal 
species. He possesses also religious and 
moral instincts and qualities, and there 
is strong proof that his first and funda- 
mental belief was in one single God, and 
that this did not arise out of previous 
worship of many gods but that, on the 
contrary, pagan forms of worship were 
a corruption of an original monotheism. 

We shall return presently to consider 
this matter, but for the moment we wish 
to put clearly before our readers some 
of the arguments in support of the state- 
ment that the Bible is not a man-made 
literature or one originating solely in 
the mind of man. For this we present 
the following reasons: 

In the Bible we have a most remark- 
able number of predictions of future 
events, many of which have already 
been fulfilled. We know by uniform ex- 
perience that all attempts to predict the 
future in the light of merely human 
knowledge are doomed to failure, or 
never take place exactly as supposed. 
On the contrary, in the Bible we have 
predictions made long before the events: 


1. As regards the descendants of the 
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patriarch Abraham, who was born 
2,160 years before Christ. 

2. Concerning the fate of great em- 
pires and cities, Assyria, Nineveh, 
Babylon, Egypt, and Tyre. 

3. On the coming of a Messiah or 
Anointed One to make an atone- 
ment for human sin whose birth- 
place, works, and death were ex- 
actly foretold centuries before his 
coming. 


Concerning Abraham, divine predic- 
tions were made to him when he was 
seventy-five years old (Gen. 12) that his 
descendants should become aé_ée great 
nation, but that they should first be- 
come sleves in a strange land, but after- 
wards should come out with great sub- 
stance. This occurred at the Exodus, 
more than 500 years later in 1447 (Exod. 
12 and 13). It was promised that 
they should possess all the land between 
the Rivers of Egypt and the Euphrates 
and become a great and prosperous 
nation if they continued obedient to the 
commandments of God as given through 
Moses his servant. If, however, they 
were disobedient, unlimited curses 
should fall upon them and they should 
be driven out of their possessions and 
become outcasts and persecuted by 
strange nations (Deut. 28, 29). 

All these predictions have been ful- 
filled, so much so that when the Em- 
peror Frederick the Great asked his 
chaplain for the shortest possible proof 
of the truth of the Bible, the chaplain 
replied, “The Jews, Your Majesty !”

physical health, not the mental or spir- 
itual, that is the occasion of this change 
in Dr. McLaren’s work, and if there have 
been ‘signs of deterioration,’ no one but 
Dr. McLaren can see them. With hearts 
full of gratitude, the readers and editors 
of the Times acknowledge the heavy ob- 
ligation laid upon them, by Dr. McLar- 
en’s long and fruitful service, of mak- 
ing his past a success. The paper must 
gain, not by his retirement, but by his 
service and teaching. His valedictory 
lays new responsibilities upon us all.” 
In that closing lesson article, review- 
ing the last week in our Lord’s earthly 
ministry, were these rich passages: 


“Why did Jesus shrink in Gethsemane 
from the prospect of death? If it was 
only the fear of death that made him 
‘sorrowful and sore troubled,’ we must 
judge him to have been less heroic than 
many a humble martyr whose heroism 
was drawn from him. But if we can 
say, ‘The Lord hath made to meet on 
him the iniquity of us all,’ we begin 
dimly to understand his agony. We are 
no more -worthy than the three were to 
look on him, as he lies below the olives, 
but we may from afar listen to the 
broken words that reach us, and adore 
while we mark how wonderfully there 
blend in them sonship, shrinking, sup- 
pression of his own wish; how he did 


not falter in the resolve to finish the 
work given him to do, and willingly un- 
dertaken by himself, though he did shrink 
from the suffering that it involved. For 
a moment he shrinks, but he masters 
the shrinking with that filial ‘Neverthe- 
less’ which is the pivot of his prayer. 
That prayer in Gethsemane was the real 
‘Lord’s prayer,’ and the command comes 
to us, ‘After this manner pray ye!’... 
“It is like Luke to fill so large a por- 
tion of his narrative of the crucifixion 


with the sweet story of the penitent . 


thief’s penitence and welcome. .. . But 
his narrative preserves for us other 
priceless details. Wecan but bow in ado- 
ration before that immovable love which 
met its mad and murderous foes with 
the prayer for forgiveness, and cast over 
them the mantle of their ignorance. And 
what shall we say of that promise to 
the dying thief of immediate compan- 
ionship in Paradise, wherein this dying 
man opens the gates of the dim King- 
doms with the hand that was nailed to 
the cross, exercises the right and the 
power of settling the fate of those on the 
other side of the great gulf, and offers 
fellowship with himself as the all-suffi- 
cient hope and solace in the article of 
death!... ‘ 

“The account of the ascension is 
equally unlike what we should have ex- 
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pected it to be. There is no sign of 
surprise, no apparent consciousness that 
anything wonderful was being told. A 
single clause quietly drops the astound- 
ing information that he was ‘carried up 
into Heaven.’ Again we ask, what so 
transformed these disciples that they 
came to feel that the story of the ascen- 
sion neded no buttressing, but was evi- 
dently the only possible close of the 
mission of Jesus? They had not always 
been so ready to think that ‘to ascend 
up where he was before’ was the only 
conceivable.end for him. Can we seri- 
ously maintain that anything but the 
facts of his resurrection and ascension 
would have made such men as they were 
believe in the resurrection and ascen- 
sion? They were plain men, very much 
bound by sense, but they were not idiots. 
And they told their story, and said, ‘Im- 
possible — but I saw it.’”

These questions may seem queer to you, but 
my family is not Christian, and Japanese cus- 
toms are far from Scriptural.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


OD has said, “All souls are mine.” 
G He alone has the right to say when 

life on earth shall end for any of 
its inhabitants. He has delegated cer- 
tain powers to governments in order 
that evildoers may be dealt with right- 
eously and as a warning to others (Gen. 


9:5, 6; Rom. 13:4). But no one is 


authorized to take the law into his own 
hands and to slay his neighbor because 
of real or fancied offences. Back of 
the murderer’s hand is the malicious mind 
and the wicked heart. So our Lord 
Jesus shows us that he who despises his 
neighbor, he who hates his brother, is 
a potential murderer and therefore un- 
der condemnation of the moral law. This 
is emphasized for us in the Golden 
Text for this week, found in Exodus 
20:13 and 1 John 3:15. When the grace 
of God controls the inward being, 
hatred and all phases of ill will dis- 
appear, and love, that doeth no ill to 
his neighbor, is manifested. Therefore 
in this, as in all else, love is the fulfill- 
ing of the law. 


The Historical Setting 


Again we have God speaking from two 
mounts: at Sinai, fifteen hundred years 
before Christ, at the giving of the law, 
then on the Mount of Beatitudes, when 
his own Son was the teacher at the 
beginning of his gracious ministry, prob-

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ably in A. D. 31. The Lord Jesus does 
not set aside the earlier law, but he 
magnifies it by broadening its scope and 
showing us that not only evil actions, 
but evil thoughts are forbidden. 


Verse by Verse 


Exod. 20:13.—“Thou shalt not kill.” We 
now come to what many rightfully con- 
sider, I believe, the first commandment 
of the second table, which sets forth our 
duties in regard to our neighbors. The 
Sixth Commandment declares the sa- 
credness of human life and forbids mur- 
der. 


Matt. 5:21.—“Then of old time.” Our 
Lord refers, not only to the actual com- 
mandment in the law, which he quotes, 
but to the comments of the rabbis who 
were the teachers of Israel. Wherever 
their precepts were backed up by the 
revealed Word of God, they were to be 
received. When tradition was opposed 
to Scripture, it was to be rejected. 


Verse 22.—“I say unto you.” Here was 
one who came not to comment on the 
law, but to speak directly with the 
authority of God himself. He shows that 
the spirit which leads one to be angry 
with his brother unjustly, or to ad- 
dress him contemptuously, is the root 
from which murder springs. 


Verse 23.—“If thou bring thy gift to 
the altar.” Men are prone to imagine 
that God is satisfied with religious rites 
and ceremonies, forgetting that he looks 
upon the state of the heart. To offer 
gifts and sacrifices while conscious of 
wrong done to a brother, unrepented of, 


and unconfessed, was not acceptable to 
God. 


Verse 24—“Be reconciled to thy 
brother.” Rather than mock God with 
outward observances when the heart is 
not right, leave the gift at the altar and 
seek out your brother. Confess the 
wrong done to him. Make what amends 
you can. Then come to God as a wor- 
shiper with a clear conscience. 


Verse 25.—“Agree with thine adversary 
quickly.” Keep short accounts in mat- 
ters of this kind. The longer one defers 
a righteous settlement, the harder it will 
become and the greater the danger of 
condign judgment. 


Verse 26.—“‘The uttermost farthing.” 
If the law must take its course, its .de- 
mands must be satisfied to the limit. 
How much better to seek a settlement 
now than to have to face the matter at 
the judgment seat. 

Verse 38.—“‘An eye for an eye, and a 
tooth for a tooth.” This is pure law, as 
expressed in Exodus 21:24; Leviticus 24: 
20, and other passages. The law de- 
mands absolute righteousness; hence the 
impossibility of mixing grace with the 
works of the law as a ground of salva- 
tion. So rigid a law can only condemn, 
not justify. 

Verse 39.—‘Resist not evil.” This is to 
be the attitude of the one who follows 
the Lord Jesus Christ. It is not a ques- 
tion of always literally turning the other 
cheek, for the Saviour himself did not 
do this when smitten by the soldiers; 
but it is a graphic way of depicting non- 
resistance to evil. Remark here: our 
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Lord was not legislating for the govern- 
ments, nor the men of the world, but was 
instructing his disciples. 

Verse 40.—“‘If any man will sue thee.” 
If conscienceless men would take ad- 
vantage of the apparent defenselessness 
of the follower of Christ, he is to be 
content to lose, as his Master was. 
Rather than fight for his rights, as men 
say, he will surrender even more than 
is de:nanded. 


Verse 41.—“Go with him twain.” It is 
the second mile that shows the spirit 
of love and manifests the grace of Christ. 
The first mile was but what might be 
demanded. The second mile was the 
evidence of an unselfish heart. 

Verse 42.—“Give to him that asketh 
thee.” Jesus gave his all for us. We 
are to be ever ready to give for the 
blessing of others. If men are in need 
and would borrow of us, we are not to 
turn them coldly away, if it is in our 
power to help. Some have thought that 
these principles could only apply in the 
coming Kingdom age, but careful con- 
sideration will show that they set forth 
the principles of the Kingdom which 
should actuate believers during Christ’s 
rejection. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

In direct opposition to the malice of 
the unregenerate hearts of wicked men 
which lead them to destroy one another, 
we have the display of the grace of 
Christ, which is the proper manifesta- 
tion of the new and divine nature com- 
municated to the believer. When men 
try to make the Sermon on the Mount 
the standard of ethics for unrenewed 
mankind, they fail to apprehend the ab- 
solute necessity of a second birth. Even 
Tolstoi himself said, “There can be no 
brotherhood without brothers.” It is the 
grace of God which alone makes for true 
brotherhood.

abroad, when those who are most inti- 
mately related see only a harsh, critical 
spirit that causes suffering and sorrow 
instead of joy and gladness. The grace 
of Christ in the soul will change all 
this and cause lip and life to be in agree- 
ment. 


He who destroys the innocence and 
happiness of another by ruthless selfish- 
ness or malignancy is guilty in the sight 
of God of the violation of the Sixth 
Commandment, for it is as wrong to 
slay one’s ideals and to ruin one’s char- 
acter as it is to kill the body. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Do we realize that anger and wrath 
unjudged, in our hearts, are the very 
forces which result in the horrid crime 
of murder? 


Where hatred abides the Holy Spirit 
has no place. Do we love those who 
would injure us? This is the supreme 
test of the reality of our Christian pro- 
fession. 


If the ethics of Jesus seem too high 
for attainment, it may be because we are 
still unregenerate. Are you certain you 
have been born again? 

Who but a divine person could set 
aside the Jegal covenant and substitute 
the teachings of grace in the way Jesus 
has done? 

When we treat men of other races, or 
of a lower station,in life with haughti- 
ness and contempt, are we not coming 
under the condemnation against which 
Jesus warned his disciples? 


Are we attempting to please God by 
outward observances and even by gifts 
to the church, while ignoring our of- 
fended brother’s claim against us? 

Non-resistance to evil would seem to 
surrender everything to the wicked, but 
can we not count on God to undertake 
for us as we endeavor to act in obedience 
to his Word? 

Is it not better to lose a lawsuit, to 
forfeit coat and cloak, and to go the 
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second weary mile, rather than to lose a 
good conscience? 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 


We need to remember that the same 
law that said, “Thou shalt not kill,” also 
said, Thou shalt “take no satisfaction 
for the life of a murderer.” 


No law is valid without a penalty for 
its violation, and the penalty for murder 
is capital punishment, which God has 
never repealed. 


If one insists upon acting on the prin- 


ciple of law, instead of manifesting the 
grace of the Gospel, he must be judged 


by the law and so must pay the utter- ~ 


most farthing. 


A violent temper and the Spirit of 
Christ are utterly opposed the one to the 
other. 


To endure insult and suffer pain with- 
out retaliation is to be superior to the 
offender and thus to overcome him. 


The life of our Lord Jesus Christ is 
the supreme example of the doctrines 
which he taught, and if we know him 
and walk in fellowship with him we 
will be enabled to exhibit the same 
spirit that was seen in him. 


God does not need our sacrifices or 
offerings, but he values greatly the spirit 
of forgiveness and a readiness to make 
restitution for actual wrongs done to our 
brothers. 


The Christian does not refrain from 
injuring others because the law forbids 
him to do so, but out of love for Christ 
he seeks to do good unto all men, and 
specially to the household of faith. 


Contempt for human life and disre- 
gard for the rights of others are becom- 
ing alarmingly characteristic in many 
unlooked-for quarters today, and empha- 
size the need for a restatement of the 
plain declaration of the Word of God.

The Busy Men’s Corner

Old and New.—Ye have heard that it 
was said ... of old time. ... But I say 
unto you (Matt. 5:21, 22). “Hello, ole 
Timer, how-ar-ya!” is a hail I get now 
and then as I make my appearance upon 
the scene. While, of course, I do not 
resent this friendly salutation, I let it 
be understood that no matter what the 
old family Bible says I am decidedly not 
anybody’s “Ole Timer.” 

I am right up to 1938 in everything. 
That is why youngsters like the “Cor- 
ner.” You will never catch me reading 
the Victorians or the Georgians or the 
Elizabethans, splendid as Shakespeare, 
Sir Walter, and Tennyson are. I got all 
these in my college days. 

I read the up-to-date stuff, at the head 
of which is that masterpiece of English 
and the most modern literature, the King 
James Bible. 

No, indeed, none of the old-time stuff 
for me. They have been having it for 
years in the feuds of the Southern 
Mountains, with an eye for an eye and 
a kill for a kill (Rom. 12:19; Deut. 32: 
35). 

As I write I have just returned from 
visiting a mill man who has been laid 
up for six months with a broken leg 
he acquired as he worked in the steel 
plant. It is Monday. That man’s home 
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has in it all there is to have, ever so 
much more than Victoria, the Georges, 
and Queen Bess ever dreamed of. The 
house is electrified and the stove is 
ready to do the cooking by the mere 
turning of a switch. Ditto for the wash- 
ing and tomorrow the ironing. While I 
was there the radio was giving the 
“gasoline news,” and then lifted out of 
the air music and song. 

The Lord Jesus said that although they 
knew the old ways, they were to 
learn something much better from him. 


Hate and War.—Agree with thine ad- 
versary ... whiles thou art ... with him 
(v. 25). Here is one of the better ways. 
I am going to give a story or two which 
can be applied in the illustration of this 
wise suggestion of the Master. 

A newspaper man once asked the late 
Mr. William Rockefeller, who had 
amassed a great fortune, if he would 
give him the secret of worldly success 
in thrée words. Mr. Rockefeller took 
his pen and printed these three little 
words: 

DON’T WRITE — GO. 

The late Mr. Warren S. Stone, the 
long-time head of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, said to me one 
evening as we sat at dinner talking 
about such things, “When we can sit

Here is an old one I like. And, by 
the way, I have no apology for repeat- 
ing an old story if it fits. Neither does 
the singer for an old song! 

One day Charles Lamb —the gentle 
“Elia” — was “tearing out” Pitt, the 
great English statesman as with Reyn- 
olds, Garrick, and other kindred spirits 
they had foregathered at their favorite 
coffee house. 

“Why, Charlie,” said Garrick, “I did 
not know you knew Pitt.” 

“I d-d-don’t,” replied Lamb with his 
usual stammer. “D-D-Dave, you cawnt 
h-h-hate a man you k-k-know !” 

Life is too short and uncertain to 
cultivate dislikes and hatreds. Fight- 
ing is the poorest of all the world’s ac- 


tivities. It rarely gets the contestants 
anywhere. The great World War, for 
instance. 


Up on Black Horse Hill, overlooking 
Coatesville and the Great Chester Val- 
ley, is a héspital with 1,500 mental 
wrecks of the Great War. Men who are 
unable to take care of themselves. 

The hospitals where the pieces of our 
boys are kept, blind and maimed, are 
too painful for a visit. Here is what 
the Master told Peter (Matt. 26:52). 


“Gettin’ Even.”—An eye for an eye. 
... But I say unto you, That ye resist not 
evil (vs. 38, 39). I seem to have gotten 
into this text in the first paragraph. The 
modern equation for this old Hebrew 
tit-for-tat is stated in the two words 
“Get Even” (Lev. 24:20). 

‘T’ll get even with him if it is the 
last thing I do,” cried the man whose 
hate was stimulating those glands that 
were sapping days and weeks off his 
life. All the doctors seem to agree that 
a good chronic hater is in the way of 
making a slow but none the less sure 
suicide. 

You may remember that the peaceful 
Isaac dug more wells rather than get 
mad and full of hate and fight over the 
old ones the herders took from him 
(Gen. 26:20). So Isaac had no’ war, no 
war debts, no pensions, no veteran hos- 
pitals, no pieces of young manhood 
stumbling around, no little white crosses, 
no “unknown soldier” monument ! 

Does anyone know a chronic scrapper 
who ever made friends or got anywhere 
—to stay? Does anyone know a “get- 
even-with-him”’ who has any real 
friends? 

When this type of fellow citizen (or 
citizeness) passes on, the editor of the 
local paper has a strong urge to put the 
funeral notice under the title of “A 
Public Improvement !” 

Yes, the old Jewish game of “Tit for 
Tat” is the poorest of all games any two 
people can play. Mark Twain has a 
most amusing story of a man who un- 
dertook to “get even” with a whole town 
in revenge of an injury by one of its 
citizens. The story is called “The Man 
Who Corrupted Hadleyburgh.” Mark is 
laughing at human weakness. He had a 
few of his own. As Mark had no church 
connection he could not understand how, 
because of these very human frailties, 
the world of men need a Saviour. 

The hardest job in living the Chris- 
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4 life is to keep in the state of “re- 
Ast not evil.” To turn the other cheek, 
to go the second mile, to hand over the 
overcoat. When the world can do that it 
will be up in the place where the sacred- 
ness of human life will scrap guns and 
armaments. The day Isaiah saw (Isa. 
11:1-9).

Murder for Ornaments.—Thou shalt 
not kill. Whosoever hateth his brother 
is a murderer (Golden Text). Human 
skulls from the jungles of the Amazon 
will no longer serve “civilized” women 
as powder boxes for the boudoirs, if the 
combined military forces of Peru, Brazil, 
and Ecuador can put a stop ‘to a ghastly 
souvenir traffic that has become the 
scandal of South America. Head-hunt- 
ing, formerly a barbaric ritual incident 
to war among the native Indian tribes, 
has become an amazing commercial 
practice.

At last he did jump, and a 
great cry of horror went up from the 
waiting crowd as the man’s body hurtled 
through the air. 


That was just one human life. Hun- 


dreds of people, as many as could crowd °* 


into the narrow streets below, stood with 
tense excitement, wondering each mo- 
ment whether the man would jump or 
not. Many stood there the whole time, 
leaving their work, forgetting their en- 
gagements, some without food or drink, 
weary almost to dropping in their tracks, 
but determined to wait until the last and 
see what the man would do with his life. 
They saw the tragic end and then went 
home, most of them to forget about it. 

In a scene like that, human life value 
expands to something like its true pro- 
portions, because one is close to its peril. 
But we calmly read of many thousands 
of Chinese being swept away by floods 
or torn limb from limb by Japanese 
bombers; and we see the published re- 
ports of thousands of lives in our own 
United States being crushed out each 
month by automobile accidents, and we 
do nothing about it. Some of you fel- 
lows may not even slow down to within 
ten miles of the speed limit in your own 
car! 

God in his Word very definitely com- 
mands us to have respect for human life, 
that every life, so far as we are con- 
cerned, may live out its full tenure. One 
of the two shortest of the Ten Command- 
ments rings out in four point-blank, 
one-syllable words: “Thou shalt not 
kill.” Not one of us expects to be a 
murderer; we shudder at the thought. 
Probably those poor fellows sitting in 
Sing Sing now awaiting execution would 
have answered the same way when they 
were young like you. It never occurred 
to them back there in those boyhood 
days that they were in the initial stages 
of a killer’s career when they gave way 
to resentment and fits of passion over 
some small offense; when they associ- 
ated with fellows who were profane and 
violent in their language; when they sat 
for hours in the movies that pictured 
crime and cold-blooded cruelties, until 
that sort of thing ceased to shock them 
and became commonplace; when they 
stopped going to Sunday school, “be- 
cause it was ‘sissy,’” and refused to be 
drawn into any sort of Christian activ- 
ity or influence; when they began to 
think their parents were “against” 
them, and decided to run their own in- 
dependent program; when they con- 
cluded the world owed them a living 
and the only philosophy of life was 
“Every fellow for himself.” That is just 
the common path that many a fine fel- 
low has unwisely followed, the end of 
which is almost inevitably crime, and 
frequently murder. 

Oh, yes, I know you belong to a re- 
spectable family, none of whom have 
ever been hailed before a criminal court, 
but that does not make you immune. 
Every fellow has in him the potential 
elements of a lawbreaker, and it is only 
by self-restraint, and beginning it early, 
that he may hope to live a good life, 
without offense. 

In fact, fellows, life is pretty much 
just like going out over Niagara on a 
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rickety platform that may collapse any 
moment, but — and this is the good news 
today. There is a safe and sure way. 
It is the path that follows the steps of 
Jesus Christ. Let Jesus have your life 
—now. Let him come into it; open 
wide.the door of your heart and your 
will; throw down everything you have 
at his feet, and let him have complete 
control. He will live in you and direct 
you in a program that will be continu- 
ous joy to you and safety for others 
whose lives you touch. Talk to him 
about it daily in prayer, and let him talk 
to you daily by his Word and Spirit, — 
and, boy, you’ll go places!

How the Lesson is Taught This Week

will and hatred, and how they also may 
help others to overcome these tendencies. 

Activity.—Bring to class news items 
showing the harm of disregard for human 
life and items showing the benefits of 
human kindnesses. Prepare cards bear- 
ing these words: “hatred, bitterness, an- 


ger, indifference, evil speaking, love, 
forgiveness, tenderheartedness, kindness, 
salvation.” 


Memory Verse.—‘Let all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, with all 
malice: and be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you” (Eph. 4:31, 32). 











IRLS, why is human life sacred? 
(Refer to the following verses and 
discover the reason expressed or implied 
in each: Gen. 4:10; 9:6; Lev. 17:11; Isa. 
43:1; Matt. 12:12; Luke 6:9, 10; Eph. 2: 
10; 2 Pet. 3:9; 1 John 5:12; Rev. 4:11.) 

What are the underlying causes of 
murder? 1. “Whosoever hateth his 
brother is a murderer” (1 John 3:15). 
2. Murder originates in the heart (Matt. 
15:19; Mark 7:21). Although you and 
I may not be criminal murderers, never- 
theless this part of the lesson touches 
each one of us, for “all have sinned” in 
thought, word, and action. Therefore, in 
the sight of God each person is guilty 
(Jas. 2:10). . 

What are some of the evil heart atti- 
tudes which God condemns? (Display 
the cards which mention ill will, and 
discuss briefly the harm of each, giving 
current illustrations whenever possible. 
The following questions may be used as 
a guide.) 

1. Name some modern forms of group 
hatreds, such as: Gentile vs. Jew; 
laborer vs. employer; and others. 

2. How could these hatreds be eradi- 
cated? ‘ 

3. Mention harmful results of anger 
(Eccles. 7:9a; Eph. 4:26). 

4. How does a bitter spirit ruin a dis- 
position? (Heb. 12:14, 15.) 

5. What is the origin of evil, unkind 
speech? (Titus 3:2; Jas. 3:6, 8; 4:11.) 

6. How is indifference toward other 
people exhibited in modern society? 
What causes indifference? Is it caused 
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by our failure to understand and care 
about others? (Gal 6:2.) 

7. How may we become conscious of 
human need? (Matt. 18:33; 1 Pet. 3:8.) 

Let us replace these attributes of an 
evil heart with fruits of the Holy Spirit. 
(Distribute the remaining cards, and 
after the girls have removed the first 
set, let them display these.) 

We cannot be well-prepared repre- 
sentatives for the Lord Jesus Christ if 
we are legally well behaved, but in- 
wardly we are hateful and mean (Psa. 
51:6, 7). “The king’s daughter is all glo- 
rious within” (Psa. 45:13). Christ can 
take away all the malice from our hearts 
and replace it with his own righteous- 
ness (Eph, 4: 22-24). 

What is your outward responsibility to 
others? How may Christian groups help 
to change potential criminals into Chris- 
tians? Review the causes of crime: evil 
heart attitudes; warped minds; suffering 
bodies; lack of opportunity to provide 
for daily needs, or to be of service. 

(Discuss and illustrate the following.) 


1. Love your enemies as well as friends 
(Matt. 5:44; Rom. 12:19, 20). 

2. Forgive those who offend you (Matt. 
5: 21-26). 

3. Show concrete kindnesses (Matt. 5: 
38-42; Jas. 2:15, 16; 1 John 3:16-19). 

4. Present Christ by conduct and tes- 
timony (1 Cor. 2:2; Mark 16:20). 

Some outward conditions (mental, 
physical, financial) can be remedied only 
slightly, but you may safely tell people 
who are unadjusted to life and unhappy 
that there is no case too hard for God 
if the individual will believe (2 Sam. 12: 
13; Heb. 7:25). 

Next week we shall study a girl’s re- 
sponsibility to herself, and its effect upon 
others. Learn Matthew 5:8.

NE girl says, “We don’t need to learn 

this commandment, because we 
wouldn’t kill anybody.” { wonder. Do 
vou know I’ve seen little girls angry 
enough to kill a playmate? I’ve seen 
tiny tots quarrel and fight and scratch 
and bite, so angry they didn’t care how 
badly they hurt each other. 

What makes one person kill another? 
Anger in the heart. Jesus said anyone 
who was angry with his brother without 
cause was in danger of the judgment 
(Matt. 5:22), and John tells us, “Who- 
soever hateth his brother is a murderer.” 

Anger or temper does strange things 
to a person. One cannot think straight 
when he is angry; he cannot see things 
as they are; he is for the time a crazy 
man — out of his mind. I knew a man 
who loved beautiful horses, but when 
he was angry, he would whip them al- 
most to death. 

Anger is the seed of murder. Most 
people who kill some one didn’t intend 
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to do it, but anger took away their rea- 
son, and they came to their senses to 
find that they had murdered a person. 
Do you get angry and say mean things, 
and hit your brother or sister or play- 
mates? Then you are in danger of being 


- a murderer when you grow up, and right 


now you have that wicked seed of hatred 
in your heart.

Epistles, or Revelation. He added that 
we have no need to pray for the Chris- 
tian dead, since they are present with 
the Lord, and therefore blessed (2 Cor. 
5:8; Luke 25:43; Rev. 14:13; Phil. 1:23). 

Prayer in a “graveyard” has no special 
significance to us who know God’s Word, 
because there is no proof that he hears 
us there any more than anywhere else. 
If we take the words of Matthew 6, 
verses 5 to 8, we get instructions from 
the Lord Jesus Christ just how to pray. 
That eighth verse is precious to me, for it 
shows he understands us perfectly, and 
will fulfill the promise given to us in 
James 1:5-7. 

The attitude at a memorial monument 
should never be that of worship. We 
may appreciate a life given for our 
country, and be grateful for it, but that life 
is in God’s hands, and we dare not try 
to make ourselves believe we can in any 
way influence its state. We must remem- 
ber we are not to bow down to anything 
material; we are to bow to God and God 
alone, for he is a jealous God, and wants 
and deserves all our wogship. He has 
told us in the First Commandment that 
we are to “have no other gods before 
Me,” and then goes on in the second to 
say, “Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth. Thou shalt not 
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bow down thyself to them, nor serve 
them: for I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them that hate 
me; and shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me, and keep my com- 
mandments” (Exod. 20:3-6). ; 
And now it is a pleasure to answer 
your last question, and tell you that as 
soon as the child can understand the 
words from our lips, it can learn about 
the dear Saviour, who came to us as a 
baby born in a manger. You will find 
that the child will be delighted as the 
years come to know any of the Bible 
stories, and these can be as familiar to 
her, as though she were having stories 
of any other kind, except that these will 
always mean so much when she is older.

There 
is all the room in the world here for 
the support of every honest peace en- 
deavor, either through the use of the 
ballot, through the use of petition, or 
through spreading facts concerning the 
futility of wars. But the true follower 
of the Lord Jesus Christ will always 
realize that such methods can afford 
only temporary peace. The only last- 
ing cure for war, for race differences, 
and for disputes lies in the change of 
human hearts, and in the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to rule in righteous- 
ness and peace.

The recognition of this great truth 
should not lead us into idleness. The 
fact that we cannot have lasting peace 
until the Lord comes does not mean 
that there is nothing for us to do while 
we are awaiting his return. One of the 
servants to whom the lord entrusted a 
talent, you will remember, went and 
buried it in the ground. Then when 
his lord returned he dug it up and 
brought it to him. The others, however, 
put their talents out to work. 

God has entrusted each of us with 
the great treasure of the Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is not given to 
us merely to enjoy until he returns, 
while we throw up our hands in de- 
spair at: the condition of this old world. 
It is given to us to employ wherever 
we can find opportunity. 

What about the boy or girl who sits 
beside you in school day after day? 
Does he or she know your Saviour? 
What about the chap who works be- 
side you in the office or the shop, or 
the neighbor with whom you exchange 
greetings every day? What about the 
members of your own household? Do 
all of these know your Lord, and can 
he say of you concerning your respon- 
sibility to win them for Christ, “He 
hath done what he could”? Until we 
are touching those next to us with the 
power that Christ alone can pour into 
our lives, how can we expect to touch 
other nations? God has promised that 
if we will but yield ourselves to him 
he will cause rivers of living wafer to 
fiow from our innermost being. But 
those streams must refresh those closest 
to us before we can possibly reach out 
into far places. - 

The little animal that we call coral 
does not begin by yielding a great reef. 
It begins by building its own tiny house 
and to that is joined the houses of the 
animals next to it, and so on until a 
great reef finally appears. If we would 
have our lives count for Christ, we must, 
first of all, let him undertake for us as 
individuals, and then reach out to touch 
those about us. When they see him 
living in us they will be encouraged to 
try him for themselves. Here is our 
great commission, which must not be 
neglected to work for any other peace 
moves no matter how promising they 
appear.

The Safe-Way Club. By Catherine 
Bryce. (Thomas Nelson and Sons, New 
York City, $1.50.) A little piece of 
orange peel started the “Safe-Way 
Club.” Peter had carelessly thrown it 
on the sidewalk and a poor gardener 
had slipped on it and strained his back 
so he could not work. Peter felt so 
badly that he took the gardener’s place 
and worked hard after school each day, 
so he could give the man his wages 
while he was recuperating. Peter also 
promised to tell all the children in the 
neighborhood about the dangers of 
throwing things on the sidewalks. 

One of the boys suggested having a 
club, to help them remember, and so 
the Safe-Way Club was formed. They 
met every other Saturday to talk over 
ways of helping. prevent accidents and 
to hear a story from some member in- 
tended to help them keep their pledge, 
which was, “I promise to do all I can 
to stop accidents from happening.” They 
learned the safe way to cross a street 
and ride a bicycle; they learned the dan- 
gers of playing with fire and knives and 
scissors, and of leaving toys carelessly 
lying about. 

The adventures of these lively chil- 
dren will appeal to other lively children, 
and especially so when they realize that 
all the characters in the book are real 
children, and actually organized a Safe- 
Way Club. The story is well told, and 
many pictures are an added attraction. 
School teachers, playground instructors, 
parents, and children will all-find good 
material of a very practical nature in 
this book to help form habits of care- 
fulness and thoughtfulness of others. 


Marigold. By Grace Livingston Hill. 
(J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, $2.) 
It was a gorgeous dress, and Marigold, 
completely enamored by the attentions 
of the rich and handsome but worldly 
young man, thought it was exactly what 
she wanted for the grand party at his 
palatial home. Mother did not approve 
of such extreme styles, and because she 
knew that Mother needed that visit with 
her sister, Marigold unselfishly turned 
the money for the over-expensive dress 
into a short vacation trip for them both. 
It was then that she met the young man 
of a different stamp, and the result is 
told. in an appealing story, thrilling in 
spots, but with a deeper note than usual 
on the victorious Christian life. 
sight-seeing trip in Washington is a 
happy feature. The growing drink evil 
among young people, —its cause, result, 
and reniedy,—is unfolded in the story, 
and a dark but true picture of some 
phases of social life today only serves 
to etch out in clearer outline the strong, 
fine lineaments of a young man with a 
vital testimony. 


Mastering Marcus. By Paul Hutchens. 
(Wm. B, Ferdmans Publishing Co., 
Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) “I am the mas- 
ter of my fate, I am the captain of my 
soul.” Jim Bob Cartwright walked across 
the college campus, projecting both his 
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chest and his up-and-coming personality 
—that is, he endeavored to do so, but 
that old inferiority complex, that trou- 
blesome inner self would come to life, 
and just at the wrong moment, too! 
Particularly when he met honey-haired 
Arlowene. -For Arlowene is strong- 
minded and aloof and Jim Bob pours 
out his despair in an English composi- 
tion which, when read aloud, pictures 
to the Freshman class in general, and 
to Arlowene in particular, the unrequited 
love and resultant suicide of one Mar- 
cus Dorr. From this time Jim Bob be- 
gins calling this cowardly other self 
of his “Marcus,” an enemy against whom 
he pits all the strength of his manhood. 
But the answer is —defeat! 

Then, one Sunday, a college “nobody” 
takes Jim Bob to hear a mighty, soul- 
winning preacher, and the boy is thence- 
forth gripped by another Power, one 
that conquers not only “Marcus” but 
Jim Bob as well. The story of this 
change and its tremendous results 
breathes so much power and sweetness, 
and above all, so much of the mastery 
of the Lord Jesus, that it is just the 
sort of Christian fiction to win the hearts 
of young people today. 


The Story Shop. By Mary C. Odell. 
(Judson Press, Philadelphia, $1.50.) A 
shop that sold just the story that the 
selfish little girl needed, of the story 
that helped the thoughtless boy to ap- 
preciate his home and his mother, would 
be a great addition to any town. Mrs. 
Odell receives frequent requests from 
her own small boy for “another story,” 
and realizing the“need for short, well- 
told stories with a moral, she has writ- 
ten this book. There are six groups 
of stories: the Let’s Pretend stories, 
Everyday stories, stories about Bible 
People, about the Church, about World 
Friendship, and stories for almost all 
of our holidays. In the back of the 
book is a subject index which is most 
useful. If we desire to help a child ap- 
preciate church, or God’s care, or his 
home, his mother or his toys, or to be 
brave, friendly, generous, thankful or 
kind we have only to turn to this in-. 
dex and it will give us a list of stories 
illustrating each subject. The author 
writes from much experience as an edi- 
tor -of children’s publications, so of 
course the stories are the kind that 
young children love to hear. They are 
short, the language is simple, and there 
is human interest in each one. Teachers 
and parents will find much that is valu- 
able and need not fear the repeated 
request for a story with this book on 
hand to read to the children. 


No Longer a Chinese Beggar 


The Story of Topsy. By Mildred 

Cable and Francesca French. (Hod- 

der and Stoughton, London, Eng.; 

the China Inland Mission, 237 W. 

School Lane, Philadelphia, or 150 St. 

George St., Toronto 5, Ont., Can., 
$1.50.) 


T IS a far cry from the Chinese town 
called Spring-of-Wine, at the western 
extremity of the Great Wall, to a stone 
cottage in the quietness of a Dorset 
lane, .far from any railway station, in 
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England. Such is the compass of this 
beautiful story of Topsy, the Mongolian 
beggar girl who was legally adopted 
by the famous “Trio” of the China In- 
land Mission. 

The writers are two of the trio, and 
a sister, Miss Evangeline French is the 
third. Their travels in the Gobi Desert 
have been told*in thrilling narratives 
in their other books, “Something Hap- 
pened,” “A Desert Journal,” and 
“Through Jade Gate and Central Asia”; 
and many Christian workers and out- 
going missionaries have been encouraged 
by their more recent books, “The Mak- 
ing of a Pioneer,” and “Ambassadors for 
Christ.” 

Now Miss Cable and Miss French have 
turned their literary skill to the writing 
of a book that is especially appropriate 
for children and young people. It is a 
true story of recent years, full of inter- 
esting and colorful details of a little 
known corner of the world; it tells of 
exciting and _ interesting adventures 
among Chinese bandits, Mongolian no- 
mads, and treks across the desert and 
in the mountains; and at the same time 
it is a lovely parable of the Christian 
life. Topsy began as an ill-treated beg- 
gar, with never enough to eat or wear; 
but now she has been redeemed from a 
life of misery, cleansed and well clothed, 
and surrounded with love and care. At 
the same time, she has had to learn that 
her will is no longer her own, and that 
in order to be happy she is to obey 
those who have lavished their love upon 
her. The thirty-three chapters are short, 
covering two-hundred and twelve pages 
printed in very readable type; there are 
thirty-two pages of fine sepia photo- 
graphs, not the least interesting of 
which is the page showing the three 
missionaries themselves; and the very 
striking jacket, in blue and gray, shows 
Topsy in a sheepskin coat in the Gobi 
Desert. 

This is an ideal book to read aloud in 
a Christian family on Sunday after- 
noons; it could be circulated in mission 
study or Sunday school classes, and it 
may well be used in summer Bible 
schools. Altogether it is a captivating 
story, with many illustrations, unobtru- 
sively given, of the Christian life.
